This unusual organization, already 
counting as members some of the leading 
collectors of the country, is making a 
vigorous effort to stimulate interest of 
all governments in proposed “Sir Row- 
land Hill” commemorative stamps for 
1940.

ha I, the “Napoleon of the Pacific.” The 
design for this stamp is taken from a 
photograph of a statue of “The Great” 
in front of Iolani Castle in Honolulu, 
Hawaiian Islands. Details as to the col- 
or, date and place of first day sale will 
be announced later, although it is be- 
lieved that the stamp will make its ap- 
pearance sometime in October. 


The Washington Times first exclusive- 
ly learned that the Porto Rico adhesive 
will depict a view of the harbor of San 
Juan, capital of this West Indian island 
possession of the United States. Official 
verification of the design for this stamp 
is expected to be announced in the near 
future. 





Post Office officials are still undecided 
as to what illustration will be used on 
the Alaska stamp. At present they are 
weighing two subjects, either one of 
which will be the reigning design, a scen- 
ic view of Mt. McKinley, the highest 
mountain peak (20,300 feet) in Alaska, 
or a reproduction of a painting now on 
display in the secretary of interior’s of- 
fice illustrating the transaction between 
the United States officials and the Rus- 
sians in which $7,200,000 was paid for 
the Territory of Alaska. 

In some quarters it was rumored that 
totem poles would make up the central 
design of the Alaska stamp, but it so 
happens that the totem pole is only sym- 
bolistic of those Indian tribes found in 
the southeast section of Alaska. The 
northern and interior Indians made no 
use of totem poles, whatsoever. 

Collectors and dealers hereabout and 
elsewhere are awaiting word whether or 
not a first day sale will be established 
in Washington simultaneously with the 
first day sale at the respective posses- 
sions. Post Office officials are expected 
to close this question within a week. 

Like the Hawaiian adhesive, no date 
has been set as yet for the release of the 
Porto Rico and Alaska stamps, while 
nothing is known at all about the Virgin 
Island stamp. 





A total of 75,000,000 Constitution 
stamps have been ordered by the Post 
Office Deparment from the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. 





The central design of the Virginia 
Dare stamp was rendered by William A. 
Roach, and the lettering and modeling 
by William K. Schrage. Carl T. Arlt 
engraved the pictures, while the lettering 
was done by Edward M. Weeks.

Robson Lowe of London has written 
an interesting little monograph on what 
he calls “The First Colonial Postage 
Stamps,” a designation with which our 
readers may or may not agree. 

He states that when the first adhesive 
stamps of the world were issued in Great 
Britain on May 6, 1840, the colonies im- 
mediately expressed a desire for stamps 
of their own. At that time, with the ex- 
ception of India, the South African col- 
onies and Australia, all the colonial post 
offices were under the G. P. O. in Lon- 
don and postal supplies emanated from 
that office. 

The G. P. O. frowned on the idea, as 
officials considered that it “would cause 
too much confusion if more than one 
country in the world had postage 
stamps.” However, at that time reform 
was taking place in the packet service 
and a scheme had been drafted for 
speeding up communications with the 
New World, with the co-operation of the 
new Royal Mail Steam Packet Company. 


Therefore the G. P. O. decided to have 
a standard “postage stamp” for all the 
ports that were served by British mail 
boats. The design of this “stamp” was 
a double lined circle surmounted by a 
crown; inside the circle was the wording 
PAID AT, with the name of the port or 
colony. There were twenty different 
ports at which they were used and each 
type is different. The first one went into 
use at Vera Cruz on Jan. 1, 1842, and 
the last one, Cobija, was registered in 
March, 1862. And eleven of the later 
ones used had single instead of double 
circles. 

Instructions issued by the G. P. O. on 
Dec. 22, 1841, ordered that this stamp 
be applied on the sealed side of the let- 
ter, and postmark daters to be applied 
to the face of the letter were supplied at 
the same time. They are of very similar 
type, but do not carry the crown. 

The “stamps” were applied in red with 


but two known exceptions, Havana in 
black and Guadeloupe in blue. These 
cancelations are in great demand in Eng- 
land and in fine condition rate at from 
$5 to $25 each, according to Mr. Lowe. 

In this connection might be mentioned 
the so-called Dockwra stamps. These 
were triangular markings with the words 
PENNY POST PAID around the tri- 
angle, with initials in the center showing 
the office and day of week. These were 
the invention of one William Dockwra, 
who established a penny post for London 
in 1683 and ran it for many years.

The counterfeiting of Japanese stamps 
has long been a thorn in the side of 
the general collector whose knowledge of 
the earlier issues of that country is 
limited. One suggestion toward identifi- 
cation of the genuine issues is to count 
the petals of the chrysanthemum. 

While this flower is popularly regarded 
as symbolistic of Japanese royalty there 
is really only one type used in the royal 
crest. The flower must have sixteen 
petals. And since it has long been a 


grave offense to counterfeit the royal 
crest it has been the practice of forgers 
of the early stamps to use some other 
number of petals in the flower design. 

The imitation marks, too, are apt to 
be overlooked by the uninitiated and the 
accompanying illustration of these char- 
acters, drawn by the late Frank Aretz 
and published several years ago by the 
Marks Stamp Company, should be most 
helpful.

THE FORUM 





I was surprised to see your defense of the all 
too prevalent practice among stamp dealers of 
advertising items and then refunding money. 
In the case of the Coronations it is particularly 
reprehensible inasmuch as most dealers without 
the advance money would not have paid the 
down payment on their first consignment. They 
borrowed money for two or three months with- 
out interest, then refunded on items they found 
advanced in price. 

Let me give you an illustration. A regular 
advertiser in Linn’s advertised Jipex at a small 
price to approval aplicants then, weeks after, 
refunded the money as Jipex soared. Again, 
Jipex was selling from $3 to $5, now as low 
as $2 pair of % and 1d. Do dealers refund 
because the price declines? 

Here’s one more. I ordered and paid for 
Jubilees. New Zealand suddenly went sky 
high. I received a letter saying they were tem- 
porarily out of certain items but would send 
later. Here’s what happened. My money was 


prorated among other sets and I did not get 





the New Zealand and had to pay a higher price 


than the advertised one for those I did receive. 
I protested and was told I could return the 
stamps and receive a refund. I took the mat 
ter up with the magazine in which the ad ap- 
peared and sent the correspondence. I was 
told something was wrong as the firm (Lon- 
don) was a highly reputable one and they 
would adjust if I wrote them again. I did 
and received a curt reply advising me to look 
at their advertisement and note that prices 
were subject to change without notice. Of 
course you will say “‘serves me right, I should 
have bought from home dealers’’—perhaps I 
should. 

The stamp business is now big business and 
a code of ethics is badly needed. I am keen 
on our hobby and wish to see it grow into 
something besides a racket. Stamps purchased 
by youngsters represent, in many cases, hard 
earned cash. Many of them are being victim- 
ized by dealers, especially department stores. 
I have seen stamps sold on department counters 
at prices that were ridiculously high. Linn’s 
can do a fine service by preaching fair dealing 
and a keener appreciation of the value of 
stamps as an aid to happiness if not to wealth. 

Every member of our stamp club receives 
Linn’s. Personally, it is my opinion that Linn’s 





gives more value for the money than any other
